HOAR LAUDS AGUINALDO.

W ashington, April 18.—For more 
than three hours Mr. Hoar, the senior 
senator from Massachusetts, occupied 
the attention of the senate with a speech 
in opposition to the policy of “imperial­ 
ism” upon which, he maintained, this 
g o v e r n m e n t has embarked. 
As pre­ 
pared, the address was about 50,000 
words iii length, hut Mr. Hoar omitted 
much of it owing to an incipient at­ 
tack of the grip from which he was suf­ 
fering. 
One of the notable parts of the ad­ 
dress was the eulogy of Aguinaldo. 
Mr. Hoar did not liken the insurgent 
leader to Washington, as has been done 
heretofore, but to Kossuth, Com Paul, 
Joubert, Nathan Hide, and other build­ 
ers of the church of liberty. In state­ 
craft he likened Aguinaldo and his asso­ 
ciates in the leadership of the Filipinos 
to the best Jminds ever produced in the 
Asiatic race—a race which handed down 
to us “the scriptures of the old and new 
testaments, the poetry of David, the 
eloquence of Isaiah, the wisdom of Sol­ 
om on, and the profound philosophy of 
Paul.” 
One of the most effective part s of the 
address was his fancied rollcall of some 
of the distinguished statesmen of the 
United States on tile question of the re­ 
tention of rile Philippines, lie began 
with George Washington and closed 
with William McKinley, each iii a sen­ 
tence giving the reason for his vote. 
Everv vote was iii the negative except 
that of Aaron Burr, who voted “yes,” 
and explained: “You are repeating my 
buccaneering expedition down the Mis­ 
sissippi. I ani to hi* vindicated at last.” 
When the name of William McKinley 
was callet! he replied: 
“There has l>een a cloud before my 
vision for a moment, but I see clearly 
now; I go Irnek to what I said two years 
ago: ‘F orcible annexation is criminal 
aggression; governments derive then- 
just pow ers from the consent of the 
governed, not of some of them, hut of 
all of them.’ I will stand with the 
fathers of the republic. 
I will stand 
with the founders of the Republican 
party. No.” 
The effect was dramatic.

London, April 18.—The war office 
published in The Gazette a dispatch 
from Gird Roberta, dated Feb. 18, sub­ 
mitting General Buffer’s dispatches de­ 
scribing the Spion kop and other opera­ 
tions from Jan. 17 to Jan. 24. 
Lord Roberts deals severely with Gen­ 
eral Warren and some others. 
Even 
General Huller doe* not escape. Lord Itob- 
erta complains that the plan of operations 
I* not clearly des* rilled in the di-pati hos. 
After sketching (lenend Buffer’s in ten ­ 
tions, as communicated to Sir Charles 
Warren, who commanded t he whole force, 
Lord Roberts points out that (ienerul 
Warren seems lo have concluded, after 
consul tnt nut with his officers, thnt the flanking 
movement ordered by General Buller was iin- 
pnu'tieable, and. therefore, so clump'd th® 
plat) of ml vane** ms to n**ees»itate the rupture 
and retention of Spion kop, 
Lord Kolierts cuntinu'*: 
“As Warren considered it. itnpossible to nmko 
th® wble flank,rig movement which win rec­ 
ommended, if not actually proscribed in th® 
secret inst motion* he should, forthwith, have 
acquainted Buller with the course he projiosed 
to adopt. Til ere is nothing to shqw whether 
he did so or not. 
But it is only fair to Warren 
to point out that Buller apix-ars throughout 
to have fw'cn aware of what was happening.” 
Regarding tile withdrawal from Hpion kop, 
the retention of which had become essential to 
the relief of Ladysmith, Lord Roberts says; 
“I regret to Im1 unable to concur with Buller 
in thinking Thornyeroft cxosrcimd wtaediaere- 
tion in ordering tin* troops to retire. I am of 
the opinion that Thorneyeroft’a assumption of 
responsibility and authority wa* wholly inex­ 
cusable, During the night the enemy's tiro 
could not have been formidable, and it would 
not have taken more than two or three hours 
for Thornily en >ft to eommunieate by nieaaenger 
with Motor General Hoke or Warren. Coke ap­ 
pears to have left Spion kop at 9:!«>p. in. for 
th® purpose of eoiiHulting with Warren. Dp to 
that hour the idea of withdrawal had not been 
entertained. Yet, almost immediately after 
, Coke’s depart ure. Thorneycroft issued the or­ 
der without reference to superior authority, 
whi«*h unset the whole plan of operations and 
rendered unavailing thesaerifleesalreaily made 
to carry it into. fleet, 
“On the other hand, it is only right to atate 
that Thorny croft appear* to have behaved in a 
Very gallant maimer throughout the day. * * * 
“It is to lie regretted W’arren did not him­ 
self visit Hpion kop in the afternoon or even­ 
ing, knowing as lie did that the state of affairs 
was very eritienl and that the loss of the posi­ 
tion would involve the failure of the ojiera 
lions. He, consequently, was obliged to sum­ 
mon Coke to his headquarters and tho com­ 
mand at Spion kop thus devolved on Thorney­ 
croft. unknown to Coke, who was slider the 
impression that the eonimand devolved upon 
Colonel Hill as the senior officer. Omissions or 
mistakes of this nature may Is* trivia! in them­ 
selves, yet they may exereise an important in­ 
fluence on the eourae of events, and I believe 
Buller was justified in remarking, 'there was 
a want of organisation and system whieh 
acted most unfavorably on the defense.’ 
“The attempt to relieve Ladysmith was well 
devised, and I agree with Buller in thinking it 
ought to have succeeded. That it failed may 
Sn some measure have lieen due to the dlfficul- 
ties of the ground and the commanding is tui­ 
tions held by the enemy, and probably also to 
errors of judgment and want of administrative 
rapacity on the part of Warren. But, what­ 
ever faults Warren may have committed, the 
failure must also be attributed to the disincli­ 
nation of the officer in supreme command to 
assert his authority and see that what he 
thought I»est was done, and also to the unwar­ 
rantable and needless assumption of responsi­ 
bility by a subordinate officer. 
The dispatch concludes: 
“The gratifying feature of these dispatches 
la the admirable 
ltehavior 
of the troops 
throughout The operation." 
General Buller, in his report , after disputing 
the correctness of some of Warren's asser 
lions, tells how he saw the force at spurn kop 
had given away is fore Warren knew of it. 
Buller therefore telegraphed to Warren: 
“ Unless you put a really good hard fighting 
man in command on top you will lose the hill 
I suggest Thorneycroft.“ 
General Huller said at one point in part: 
“It. is admitP-d that all of Thonieycroft’s 
command act***! with the greatest gallantry 
throughout the day and really saved the smut 
lion. But preparations for the second day’* 
defense should have U*en organised during the 
day and commenced at nightfall, As this was 
not done, I think Thorneycroft exercised wise 
discretion.’’

Smith, with five companies of the Sev­ 
enteenth regiment, nearly surrounded 
the force of Montenegro, who, discour­ 
aged by the impossibility of making his 
men stand against the A in crier *8, sur­ 
rendered. 
Macabnlos escaped. 
The insurgents attacked San Jose, in 
the province of Bataugas, and Santa 
Cruz, on tin* lake, fruitlessly. , 
Twelve hundred Tagalogs attacked 
Case's battalion headquarters of the 
Fortieth regiment, at Cagayan, island 
of Mindanao, on the 7th. The Ameri­ 
cans had lo casualties, while of the at­ 
tacking force 50 were killed and 30 
wounded or taken prisoners. 
The ene­ 
my, numbering 150 riflemen, the re­ 
mainder being Bolomen, archers and 
mounted spearmen, swooped down in a 
howling mass at daylight, surprising 
and killing three of the sentries. They 
swarmed the streets in small parties, 
some bearing scaling ladders by means 
of which they attempted to enter the 
houses. 
The Americans tumbled out of the 
barracks aud formed in the plaza and 
companies l*»gan sweeping the town.

amounting to some $90,000, 
which promise was again renewed prior 
to Mr. Straus’ depar ure aud, although 
16 months have elapsed sine*' the prom­ 
ise was lir*t made, that promise still re­ 
mains unfulfilled. 
W hat action the 
government will now take to enforce the 
sultan'n promise is not definitely known, 
but. as the situation is critical, it may 
result in Secretary Hay sending the 
Turkish minister at Washington his 
possports. The question involved be­ 
tween the two countries is no longer one 
resting upon disputed points of interna­ 
tional law, hut upon the sultan's broken 
faith. 
This is not his only promise, he 
having stated to our minister that he 
would give his permit for the reeon- 
gtrnction of the American college and 
school buildings, but up to the present 
the official pennit, upon one excuse and 
another, has been withheld.

Gates, chairman of the American Steel 
and Wire company, regarding the pres­ 
ent conditions and the outlook for tile 
future in the iron and steel trade, occu­ 
pied the attention pf dealers in stocks 
and bonds to the alo o t total exclusion 
of all other matters Tuesday. Demorali­ 
zation and confusion were the results. 
It is a striking commentary upon the 
way forces work in the stock market 
that the iron and steel stocks are the 
only ones that show striking net gains, 
while the net losses everywhere else are 
undoubtedly due to the fears of unsound 
conditions of the iron trade and in the 
securities of corporations in that trade. 
The assertions of Chairman Gates of 
over-production in the trade and the 
necessity for concessions in prices, were 
met bv a chorus of disclaimers by repre­ 
sentatives of other companies in the 
metal industries and bv authorities in 
the trade. These disclaimers w erj ac­ 
companied by much hitler invecf vc and 
questioning of motive. The reassurance 
derived from this source had much to 
do with the general rally after the open­ 
ing.

The doubt cast upon its soundness by 
so prominent au authority proved too 
much for the equanimity of holders of 
stock, aud toward the latter part of the 
day these securities were thrown upon 
the market by the wholesale.

complaints were forwarded by Former 
Consul Macrum. 
In July last Mr. Macrum informed 
the. department that a field 
cornet, 
Fourie. had attempted to compel Jo­ 
seph F. Gezzam to state his choice of 
service between the Transvaal and 
Great Britain in case of war. When 
Gezzam refused Fourie said to him: 
“In case of war all neutrals will be 
driven out of 
the 
country.” 
Later 
Grobler, then acting foreign secreta­ 
ry, rebuked the field cornet and apol­ 
ogized for the incident, and Mr. Ma­ 
crum wrote to Washington: “Such an 
example will be made of the erring 
field cornet that in the future men 
in that office will he decidedly more 
careful in their actions, especially to­ 
ward Americans.” 
On Aug. 21, 1899, Mr. Macrum wir­ 
ed: “Over 1.000 Americans liable to 
be impressed into service in case of 
war. which appears imminent. 
Com­ 
munication will be destroyed. Strong 
representations should be made this 
government 
immediately to protect 
life, property and dignity of American 
citizens.” 
On Aug. 23 Acting Secretary A dee 
replied by cable 
as follows: 
“If it 
becomes' 
necessary 
protect against 
impressionment of American citizens 
found in Transvaal territory into mili­ 
tary service, defensive or offensive, 
against any civilized power, 
unless 
such citizens have exercised political 
privileges and assumed political obli­ 
gations toward the government 
Im­ 
pressing them.” 
This appears to have borne good re­ 
sults, as a decree soon followed for­ 
bidding the commandeering of aliens. 


IWR. MACRUM INTERVIEWED 


Inside Facts Put a Different Construc­ 


tion Upon the Washington 


Dispatch. 
Hon. C. E. Macrum. when shown 
this dispatch this morning, said: 
“The statement as given is to some 
extent misleading. 
If the full corre­ 
spondence had been published it would 
have told a different tale. These com­ 
plaints were not personal, but were 
made to me 
by Americans 
in 
the 
Transvaal and transmitted to Wash­ 
ington at their request. 
In the case 
of the field 
cornet referred to I did 
consider that he had exceeded his au­ 
thority, but upon representation 
to 
the Transvaal government the matter 
was fully and promptly attended to 
and an apology tendered for the action 
of 
the officer. 
As a whole, govern­ 
ment or people, the Transvaal treated 
Americans with every courtesy dur­ 


ing the period before ami during the 
war. There was no disposition on the 
part of the authorities of the public 
other than to accord to Americans the 
hest of treatment.”
